Those arc the words of Chicago's 


famed Judge Joseph Sabbath, who 
ought to know whereof he speaks. 
Just beginning his 31st year as judge 
of Superior Court, 
Cook 
county, 


Judge Sabbath has heard more than 
55,000 divorce cases during his long 
service, has effected more than 4500 
reconciliations. 


"The boys are only hastening their 


marriages," Judge Sabbath explains, 
"because they don't want to take a 
chance on losing their sweethearts 
while they arc in service. They want 
someone to return to when that ser- 
vice is over." 


Failh in Youth 


Looking back to the domestic rela- 


tions problems presented by the last 
war, Judge Sabbath has this to say 
about the marriages of then and now: 


"The story of the present draft mar- 


riages, for the boys who do waive 
exemption, will be different from that 
of the last war. Recent legislation in 
many states stipulates a time of wait- 
ing between application for license 
and the performance of the marriage 
ceremony. Young people today will 
have time to think about it ,and to 
recognize the responsibilities of mar- 
riage. Too often, 20 years ago, sorry- 
faced young folks explained to me 
that theirs had bee na war marriage— 
one of haste, under stress of aroused 
emotions.

One is 
known as the "ribbing hand" (the one 
who makes wise cracks to distract 
the mark), the "kicking hand" (who 
is always grumbling about his losses) 
an dthe "still hand" 'the one who 
says nothing and always holds the 
winning hand.) 


The mark is usually allowed to win 


substantial amounts in the first few 
nands to build him up for the final 
trimming. The deal which takes hi.s 
money is usually dealt by the mark 
himself. This allays any suspicion he 
may have. 


When one of the con men cuts the 


deck, however he substitutes a care- 
fully slacked deck for the one which 
has already been in use. Thus the 
hands of the four men are already 
pre-arranged. 


The 
mark 
usually 
deals 
himself 


four aces. As the bidding starts, the 
"ribbing hand" gives themark a flash 
u fhis three queens. Seeing them and 
sure he has the winning hand, the 
murk bets high — only to lose to the 
"still hand." who holds a straight 
flush. 


This process may continue for some 


time, using different combination of 
curds—as long as the mark does not 
become suspicious and as long as he 
has more money to lose. 


If the mark does not have the neces- 


sary money on his person, he is en- 
coruaged to write a check. 


Most confidence men prefer for the 


mark to use a check, as it provides u 
perfect "coolout" (the method of al- 
laying the mark's suspicions and Mel- 
ting rid of him i. 


As soon 
as the mark 
loses 
his 


money, he may beef a little. Where- 
upon the man who roped him speaks 
up on his behalf and insists on re- 
turning bis check to him. After some 
argument, the roper picks the mark's 
check out of the pot, deftly substitut- 
ing another of identical size and color 
from a supply he carries for this pur- 
pose.

Japs Cause 
Hawaii Storm 


Dispute Climaxes 
Abe's Election 
to Senate

HONOLULU - The "dual citizen- 


ship" issue, a red-hot political potato 
in the Hawaiian Islands, broke wide 
open in this fall's election campaign. 


Chief worry of most Americans liv- 


ing in this vital Pacific defense out- 
post has long bee nthe dual citizen- 
ship of many of the islands' 160,000 
people of Japanese blood, largest rac- 
ial group in the 423,329 population. 


So when first generation Japanese 


Sanji Abe ran for the Hawaiian Scn- 
nte this year there was a loud out- 
cry against him because he had only 
recently renounced dual citizenship. 


Abe ran as a Republican—and won. 
It used to be extremely difficult for 


an American citizen of Japanese blood 
to shed his Japanese citizenship and 
be expatriated from Japan. 


But in December, 1924, the Jap- 


anese government modified its laws 
to make things easier. 


Under the new law persons of Jap- 


anese blood born in the United States 
after December 1, 1924, lose their Jap- 
anese citizenship unless within 14 
days their parents report to a Jap- 
anese consul the fact of birth and ask 
that the child be registered as a Jap- 
anese subject. 


Those born before December 1, 1924, 


may surrender their Japanese citizen- 
ship by recourse to the Japanese min- 
ister of the interior. They must sub- 
mit a copy of their birth certificate 
and certain other papers. 


Shortly before the election Sanji 


Abe thus expatriated himself, but the 
prejudice caused by his previously- 
hel ddual citizenship moved the Ha- 
waiian-Japanese association to appeal 


to Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 
.Association officers asserted the Jap- 
anese laws were still too rigid, wanted 
Hull to ask thnt they be modiclcd 
further. 
They made this point in 


their petition: "An appreciable num- 
ber of Americans of Japanese an- 
cestry are not expatriated from Japan, 
resulting in tension and misunder- 
standing and bringing upon the heads 
of those involved much undcrscrvcd 
and xmwarranted suspicion." 


The ptition continued: 
"We realize just as clearly as any 


of our fellow Americans, that it is 
of the utmost importance that the na- 
tion be united in loyal thought and 
action, particularly in times of cmer- 
;cncy or crisis, and we regard our- 
selves as the equal of on yof our fcl- 
ow Americans in the sincerity and 
ntensity of our allegiance to this land 
of our birth and the Stars and Stripes 
that symbolize our great nation.' 


Sangi Abe has been prominent in 


the islands for years. His father and 
mother came to Hawaii in 1893, the 
father being a clay laborer. 


Abe svas born at Kailua in the island 


of Hawaii and was put through the 
public schools by his father. 


He entered the police department 


as Japanese interpreter 22 years ago. 
Later he was made a patrolman anil 
gradually ros in the rank until he be- 
came a deputy sheriff. 


He entered the service of the United 


States during the World war, having 
been a member of the National Guard 
of Hawaii when that body was taken 
into the active American army. 


He is a member of Hilo Post No. 3 of 


the American Legion, has been pres- 
ident of the Society of American Cit- 
izens of Japanese Ancestry and pres- 
ident of the Hilo baseball league. 


His wife and their six children wore 


born in Hawaii. His eldest daughter, 
Bernice, is now a student (it Sacra- 
mento Junior College in California. 
The other children are nil attending 
public schools in Hawaii.
